AR SUMMARY OF 
THE LATEST EVENTS 


There is no cessation in the 
struggle on the western front. The 
midnight French official report stated 
that “ fighting continued all day on

STRIDE IS SHORTER. 


Teuton Drive on Eastern Front is 
Perceptibly Weaker. 


PETNOGRAD, Sept. 28.—The Ger- 
man aggressive on the eastern front 
has become noticeably weaker dur- 
ing the past few days. With the im 
creasing extent of their penetration 
of Russian territory, the impetuous 
strides with which the Germans for 
atime made fast beadway against 
the Russians, carrying everything be- 
fore them, heve been gradually sbort- 
ening up. 

General Ivanoff apparently is de- 
termined to hold back the Austro- 
Germans, and his efforts are meet- 
ing witb a considerable measure of 
success. The fortress triangle, which 
includes Dubno, Rovno, and Lutsk, is 
almost entire'y in tbe possession of 
the Russians. Reports show that the 
prisoners captured in the Lutsk dis- 
trict numbere:. 128 officers and about 
8,000 men, not eighty officers and 
4,000 men as stated in the prelimin- 
ary estimates. 

Fighting in Riga District. 

The Russian official war statement 
given ont on Saturday night says: 

‘The cannonade in the Riga region 
has become much more intense in 
places, the Germans using asphyxiat- 
ing shells. | 

“A flerce battle bas been fought 
along the whole front of the Dvinsk 
positions between the Dvina and 
Lake Drisviaty, where the Germans, 
supported by the hurricane fire of | 
their artillery, delivered repeated 
desperate attacks, all of which were 
repulsed. Certain trenches changed 
bands frequently.

OVER IN 20 MINUTES. 


French Infantry Completed Victory |

PARIS, Sept. 28 —Reports from 
the front say that only twenty min- 
utes was required for the French in-| 
fantry to complete the victory pre-| 
pared for by sixty hours of violent 
shelling and overrun the first line of | 
the German trenches north of Perthes 
in Champagne.

MISSING LINKS. 
——— 
Pages of Geological History That Na- 
ture Has Destroyed. 

New details are continually being 
added by geologists to the known hth» 
tory of the earth, including the devel- 
opment of plunts and animals, Ilow- 
ever, that history, which is recorded in 
the rocks, is still fragmentary, like a 
badly mutilated book. One of the great 
defects in the record in the Atlantic 
and gulf coustal plain regions of this 
country is the absence of the Jater part 
of the cretaceous and the early part 
of the eocene cbhapters—perhaps eight 
to ten millions years ago. A report 
by the geological survey discusses this 
missing part of the record and shows 
that the break must cover a very long 
period of time. 

It is known that at that time the 
continents were at least as large as 
and probably larger than they are now, 
and the oceans were accordingly small- 
er. Any rocks that were then formed 
in the sea seem to have been weather- 
ed and washed away. Hundreds of 
kinds of plants and animals that lived 
before and hundreds that lived after 
this great period are known, but not 
one which Hyved during the period. 
Strange to say, few if any of the spe- 


period lived through it.

Noted Socialist and Labor Leader 
Succumbs to Pneumonia. 


LONDON, Sept. 28.—James Keir 
Hardie, the noted British labor 
leader, died to-day at Glasgow, Scot- 
land, of pneumonia. He was 59 years 
of age. 

Mr. Hardie had one of the most in- 
teresting careers of all the men in 
public life in Great Britain in the) 
last thirty years. He was bornin 
Scotland, and began life as a coal 
miner’s helper when he was seven 
yéars old. He worked in coal mines 
until his 24th year, giving up his 
spare time to stucy. He became a 
figure of prominence in the organiza- 
tion of coal miners and then entered 
politics. He was elected to the House 
of Commons in 1892, but failed of re- 
election at the next poll. He was,

OUR TINY KINGLETS. 


Aristotle It Was Who Named the Gold- 
en Crowned Bird. 

If pride could add anything to the 
stature of a bird the golden vrowucd 
kinglet should have grown an tech or 
so during the last 2.000 and odd years, 
but it is the same diminutive creature 
that it was in the days of ancient 
Greece. The kinglet, no bigger than 
your thumb, has the bigh honor of hav- 
ing been named by Aristotle, and the 
name has clung to it through the long 
zenturies since Alexander’s tutor stud- 
sed nature. 

The golden crowned kinulet and his 
congener, the ruby crowned kinglet, 
are the smallest American birds, bar- 
ring only the members of the hurm- 
ming tribe. Aristotle looked on the 
golden crowned kinglet aud, taking out 
his writing material, set it down that 
ae had that day seen a bird which was 
“hardly larger than a locust.” ‘The phi- 
losopher looked at the little circling 
crown of golden feathers which his 
newly found feathered friend wore and 
instantly be dubbed the bird “tyran- 
nos.” :

Not by pushing, not by thurderings 
or imprecations, but by the magnet of 
His Word, passing throughout the 
world, God has drawn to Himself the 
class He seeks.
